Berlin, June 30.—Sarah Bernhardt has won 
her fight in the matter of her engagement to 
give a series'of dramatic performances in 
Berlin.

Strasburg, Alsace. To this the Stadtholder 
of the city, Count Hohenlohe-Waldeburg, 
refused to give his consent, and this refusal 
apparently killed the plan of the Berlin 
engagement in the bud.

It will take some time for the 
Spaniards to get through the canal, and 
when they reach Suez they will be a long way 
from Manila and will be almost constantly 
dependent for coal an supplies- upon neu- 
tral ports.

BRISSON GIVES 


AN OUTLINE OF HIS 
-GABINET’S POLICY. 


New French Premier Promises Re- 
forms in Accordance with the 
Wishes of the Electors and Is 
Given a Vote of Confidence. 


Paris, June 30.—The Chamber of Deputies 
was thronged today when, amid considerable 
excitement, M. Brisson, the. new Premier, 
outlined the ministerial policy. " 

After announcing the Cabinet’s 
tention to carry out the democratic desires 
that the people had expressed in the recent 
elections, M. Brisson said the goyernment 
proposed two principal reforms, fiscal and 
social, the first through a special bill re- 
placing the taxes on personality and realty 
by a graduated income tax; second, by 
means of retiring pensions to working peo- 

The government, the Premier continued, 


also proposes to settle the question of the 


succession duties,/ reform the liquor laws, 
create chambers of agriculture, and loyally 
carry out the economic system -established 
by the Chamber in the interests of industry 
and agriculture. It will attempt to curb 
“the speculation which is so injurious to 
agricultural and industrial production, will 
expedite preparations for national defense, 
and will settle the question of the forma- 
tion of a colonial army and emigration to 
the colonies.’’ 

In conclusion, the Premier eulogized the 
Russian alliance and promised freedom of 
discussion in the Chamber, the energetic de- 
fense of the independence of law and so- 
clety against attempted encroachments, and 
to uphold the supremacy of the civil power. 

The Chamber cventually passed a vote of 
confidence in the government by 316 yeas 
to 230 nays. The-vote was takenafter a 
short debate, during which the Leftists sup- 
ported and the Rightists opposed the gov- 
ernment. 

M. Lassorro moved an amendment to ex- 
clude the graduated income tax from the 
government’s program, but the Premier re- 
fused to accept the amefrfdment, which was 
rejected by 314 to 271 votes.

MAYOR LAYS A BAN 


Orders Bookmaking Seopa 
- at Washington Park. 


HIS IDEA OF THE CASE. 


Says Federation and Club Rosters 
Are Much Alike. 


LETTER TO G. H. WHEELER 


The Mayor and the Chief of Police have 
practically thrown the responsibili:y for 
suppressing the alleged gambling at Wash- 
‘ington Park, brought to their. attention by 
John Hill Jr. of the Civic federation, on the 
members themselves, by way of logic, re- 
sulting from the fact the membership of the 
bodies, the Mayor says, is almost identical. 

Last night he sent a letter to George H. 
Wheeler of the Washington Park club, in 
which he said: ‘*‘ The permit from the city 
authorizing the Washington Park club to 
conduct a racing meeting: does not authorize 
the making of’books or any other form of 
public gambling. Unless-the same is dis- 
continued at once I will be compelled to take 
active steps to prevent dny and all‘ illegal 
proceedings. at: your grounds, as well as to 
arrest the offenders ane have them pun- 
ished.” 
* Certainly, I .am willing to oblige the 
Civic federation,” said the Mayor, in speak- 
ing of the letter. ‘‘ Why not? It is entirely 
a family affair and they oma to be allowed 
to settle it among themselves. As-everyone 
knows, the membership of the Civic federa- 
tion is nearly identical with that of the 
Washington Park club. 

‘‘If these’ gentlemen, as of the 
federation, want me to stop them, as mem- 
bers of the Washiagton Park club, from 
selling pools on horse racing, I see no "ea- 
sun why I should not oblige them. It would 
be 2 mighty mean Mayor who would reftse 
to act in a matter of this sort.’”’

j has been known for several days and some 


harsh things have oeen said concerning Mr. 
Hill’s motives among the — inter- 
ested.

The basis for this is the fact that 
the method in usé at the track is the same 
in use in New York and that the players 
there have been comparatively free from 
interference.

LANDS FoR’ ehcetothe proposed amend- 
MINING ment of the Indian appro- 
PurRPOsEs. priation bill authorizing the 


: Indians, with the assent of 
the Secretary of the Interior, to lease for 
mining purposes lands held under reserva- 
tion will be regarded, at least in some of the 
Western States, as a measure of much inter- 
est. Its importance is indicated by the.fact 
that there are now 82,000,000 acres of land 
held in these reservations, of which 32,000,- 
000 acres are in the Indian Territory and the 
remaining 50,000,000 scattered through vari- 
ous States and Territories, including "Mon- 
tana, Idaho, Colorado, Utah, Nevada, Ari- 
zona, and New Mexico, As some of these 
are rich mining sections it will be seen that 
their possible value is great. The total 
number of Indians is estimated at 256,000— 
about one to every 320 acres, or half section. 
This indicates how large a region has been 
kept closed against any sort of development, 
either by cultivation or otherwise, except 
that given to it- in an irregular manner by a 
few Indian ‘tribes. The law, if passed, 
will have the effect to opem up much of this 
and, while resulting in profit to the Indians, 
will prevent the conflicts more and more 
likely to arise between them and their white 


lands of the former. 


THE BILL CAN WAIT. 

The Republican leaders in the House of 
Representatives have decided that the cur- 
rency bill reported by the Committee on 
Banking and Currency shall not be consid- 
ered at the present time. The reason as- 
signed is that there is not a sound money 
majority in the Senate at this time, while 
it is believed there will be such a majority 
in the next Congress. That branch of Con- 
gress as at present constituted will reject 
any and every proposition designed to make 
the currency safe and sound. 

But if, as the result of the elections to be 
held this fall, the friends of the gold stand- 
ard are in the majority in the Senate in the 
next Congress, it does not follow that the 
bill which has been reported by the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency will meet 
with the approval of that body. Nor is it 
likely that it will meet with the approval 
of the present or of the next House. For

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RESURRECTING A DEFUNCT POLICY.

wiser than Washington, Jefferson, and others 
hitherto regarded as the greatest of American 
statesmen, 

If the Democratic party takes ground 
against national expansion it will fare as 
badly as the Whigs did fifty years ago. 
Their party took up a losing policy. Not 
long thereafter it went into voluntary bank- 
ruptcy and was not heard of any more. The 
Democrats should take warning from the 
example. 

Nobody has assigned any reason for’ be- 
lieving that Washington or Jefferson, if 
living at this time, would raise his voice 
against the acquisition of the Spanish 
islands in the West Indies or of the Philip- 
pines. It is urged that Cuba -and Puerto 
Rico are inhabited by men who do not speak 
English and whose laws, institutions, and 
ideas are essentially unamerican. But 
when the revolution broke out Washington 
and the other statesmen of 1776 were 
anxious that Canadh should unite with the 
thirteen colonies. The articles of confed- 
eration provided for its admission to the 
union if it so desired. 

At that time Canada was inhabited ex- 
clusively by French-speaking people, whose 
laws and customs resembled in no partic- 
ular those of the English-speaking Amer- 
icans. Between two classes there lay 
the bitter hates and murderous wars of 
more than a century, and yet Washington, 
‘Jefferson, and their compeers did not think 
it would be unsafe to admit Canada to the 


union. They would not be horrified today 


at the thought of the adiaission of Cuba 
and Puerto Rico.. They would show them- 
selves broader-minded than, the men who 
are opposing national expansion now. 

As THE TRIBUNE has stated on previous 


occasions, the underlying thought of Wash- | 


ington’s farewell address, which has been. 
spoken of as if it discouraged national ex- 
pansion, was the earnest desire that his 
countrymen should not get involved in the 
gigantic strife which had begun between 
France and England. As it turned out, this 
country was unable to keep aloof. Under 
President John Adams it carried on a sea 
war with France for about a year, and 


| under Madison the United States drifted 


into war with Great Britain. Washing- 
ton’s advice to keep out of European com- 
plications was sgund, but that was not ad- 
vice against national] expansion. , 

' Whatever Washington may have said or 
thought, however, it is a self-evident fact 
that the policy and practice of this republic 


‘have been to acquire additional territory 


whenever it saw an opportunity to do so. 
The colonists believed in territorial expan- 
sion before they got their independence. 
They helped the English te seize Nova 
Scotia, Canada, and all that France held 


between the Alleghanies and the Mississip- 


pi. They aided the English in the seizure 
of Jamaica from Spain. 

How the United States has extended its 
boundaries by treaty and conquest—the 
purse and the sword—igs known to every 
American schoolboy. The Louisiana Ter- 
ritory, Florida, Texas, the northern prov- 
inces of Mexico, Oregon, and Alaska came 
successively into the possession of the 
United States. There was no lack of 
protests against the absorption of alien 
races and of immense and inaccessible ter- 
ritories. It was alleged that the republic 
would become unwieldy and fall to pieces, 
Those predictions were disregarded by Jef- 
ferson and the statesmen who came after 


‘him, and the republie is stronger and not 


weaker because it has eXpanded. 

There has been one serious attempt to 
disrupt the republic. Sixteen Southern 
States, with nearly 15 million inhabitants 
and an area of a million square miles, tried 
to break away from the other States. They 
were conquered and brought’ back. The 


“movement away from national expansion. 
toward disintegration was killed forever, 
/and the tendency of the nation towards ex- 


pansion is as strong now as it was in the 


days of the fathers of the republic. 


The Chronicle is powerless to check that 
tendency. It may persuade the party of 
which it is an organ to declare itself against 
national expansion.

Several Roads Object to Vio- 


LITTLE PROGRESS MADE. 


Many Executive Officers Would 
Ignore Commerce Statutes. 


EXPECT TO WIN ULTIMATELY 


Blow progress is-being made by the execu- 
tive officers of the Western roads in form- 


ing a new Western Freight association. 
Most of the roads advocate the formation 


of an outand out pool. They can see no good 
reason why any attention should be paid to 


the provisions of the interstate commerce 


law prohibiting the pooling of earnings or 
traffic, as in their opinion the law is uncon- 


stitutional. The Sherman anti-trust law has 
no terrors for them, as other corporations 


maintain trusts in spite of that law and are 
not molested. It will be useless, the man- 
agers of these roads say, to form a new 


traffic association unless the traffic or earn- 


ings are podled. It has been already proven 
that rates cannot be maintained in any other 


way. 


Three or four of the roads are, however, 


firmly opposed to a pool so long as the pres- 


ent laws remain on the stataftes. They are 
of the opinion that the railroads cannot 


afford to place themselves in open antag- 
onism to the laws and that such action 


would lead to further hostile legislation both 
by Congress and the State Legislatures 


Owing to these differences of opinion it is 


considered doubtful that a new organiza- 
tion will be effected, although the pool advo- 


cates predict that the opponents of a ”_ 
will soon be whipped into line. 


Trouble Over Excess Fares. 


Excess fares on the fast trains between 
Chicago and Denver are causing the West- 
ern roads much trouble. Some of the roade 
are accused of evading the collection of 


extra fare. Such evasion, it is claimed, is 
easily accomplished. All a passenger has 


to do is to buy a ticket to an intermediate 
point and on reaching that point get another 
to his destination. A test of the market 


shows that this plan is being resorted to with 


the assistance of the roads. Excess fares 


on trains in the West are getting more un- 


popular every day and it is believed to be a 


“question of a short time only when the prac- 
- tice will be abolished. 


Belt Line Sale Rumors. 
It becomes more certain every day that 


the report published in THs TRIBUNE a few 
days ago that the Illinois Steel company 


will purchase the Elgin, JoNet and Eastern 


belt road will prove correct. Although the 
officials of the are reticent it is claimed 


negotiations for its purchase are nearly. 


completed. The road will be of immense 
value to the steel company, 4s it strikes 
nearly all of its plants and furnishes excel- 
lent facilities for the transportation of iron 
ores from South Chicago to the Joliet plant 
and gives an outlet for the products to a 
connection with the various roads centering 
in this city. 


What is claimed to be a complete and cor- 
rect summary of the ne ilroad building 


in the United States for thé first six months 
of this year has been furnished THE TRIB- 
UNE by the Railway Age. According to 


these statistics the amount of new track 
laid in 1898 up to the present time is 1,181.60 


miles. This is more than has been laid in 
the first six months of any year since 1892. 


Slightly more than half the new track has 


been laid west of the Mississippi. Of the 


remainder only 158 miles are north of the 
Ohio River and 857 miles south of the same 


line. 


Big Four May Buy the Monon. 
New York, June 30.—The statement is pub- 


lished here today, as upon the:authority of 
interests identified with the properties, that 


the Big Four is to secure by purchase the 
Chicago, Indianapolisand Louisville. Presi- 
dent Ingalls and President Brice and their 


several associates in the managements of the 


properties have come to a definite agree- 


‘ment. Big Four is to buy the smaller prop-. 


erty, and is to pay for it outright. 

This is the first step in the Big Four plans 
looking to a consolidation of many proper- 
ties in the. central West, especially those 
identified with the bituminous coal trade. 

The acquisition of the ‘‘Monon’’ would give 
the Big Four an entrance into Chicago, 
whereas, heretofore, it has used the Illinois 
Central tracks and terminals. Further- 
more, it would give the “‘ Big Four "’ consid- 
erable Indianapolis and Louisville business, 
shutting off much competition from those 
sections.

Nothing Now Remaine Before Adjourn- 
ment but the Passage of the Ha- 
watiian Annexation/Resolution—De- 
bate in the Senaice Continues, Bate 
an@ Tillman Taking Up the Day 
with Their Speeches in Opposi- 
tion, 


Washington, D. C., June 80.—Late this 


afterndon the Senate cleared the legislative 
decks for what may be the final action upon . 
the Hawaiian annexation resolutions. | 
Through its action today the last of the 
appropriation bills that have been. pending 


in conference were disposed of, and was a 
law before midnight. After a debate lasting 


three hours the Senate finally receded from 
its amendments to the sundry civil and 
adopted the conference on Indian appropria- 


tion bill. 
Mr. Bate [Dem., Tenn. and Mr. Tillman 
[Dem., 8. C.] discusse at length the 


Hawallan annexation resolutions. 


Mr. Tillman discussed the annexation 


question from a new standpoint, basing his 
opposition largely on the complexity of the 
race probl involved in adding Hawaii, 
Cuba, Puerto Rico,,and the Philippines to 
our national domain. | 


Discussing the race problem presented, Mr. 


Tillman sald: 


“The Philippines are already densely 


populated with races for which we have‘no 
affinity or liking. It is the same with 
’ Puerto Rico, and in some degree with Cuba. 
But we have already one perplexing and 
harassing problem right here at home, and 
that must give us pause. I mean the negro 
question. It is impossible for me, familiar 
as I am with its perplexities and dangers, 
not to call a halt and beg Senators to pause 
and take care what they do. With 8,000,000 
negroes already among us, the adding of 
more colored peoples presents to a student 


of sociological > sp political questions a 
solemn responsibility. 


Wants Some Conditions. 
*“ But lest I be misunderstood, I wish to 


say that I sympathize with the white men 
who live in Hawall; that I would not leave 
them to the tender mercies of the colored 
races, who outnumber them; that Iam ready 
to vote for a treaty annexing these islands, 
and even under protest to vate for this 
resolution with the Pettigrew amendment 
added (though I prefer the other as the 
legal and constitutional method of annexa- 
tion), if I can get this Senate to incorporate 
an amendment which will declare in words 
what is here declared in effect—to wit: that 
the colored races, the negroes, Kanakas, 
and Chinese are incapable of self-govern- 
ment, are unfit to participate in government, 
and that in the future in dealing with these 
islands and all the islands which we may 
conquer, if we choose to hold theni, it will 
be the policy of the United States to have 
only those participate in government who 
have white blood in their veins. 


“For my part, I declare that the races 


are not equal and never were. God never 
made them so, and while I subscribe to the 
doctrine that among the ‘inalienable rights 
of man is the right to life, liberty, and 
pursuit of happiness,’ I declare my unaltera- 
ble faith in the doctrine that the white race 
is superior to the colored.’’ 


In the course of his remarks Mr. Tillman 


criticised a declaration of Mr. Teller, made 
a few days ago, that wherever the American 
flag was raised in this war there it must 
stay. 


Mr. Tillman maintained that in view of 


‘ the declaration of Congress in the war reso- 
“lutions, this government in seizing upon 
Cuba, Puerto Rico, and the Philippines with 
the purpose of holding them was acting In 
bad faith with the world. The American 
people were becoming land-grabbers under 
the guise of humanitarianism. This bad 
faith had, he said, already excited the djs- 
trust of European nations, and Germany, 


with her warships at Manila, and perhaps 


other foreign nations, would demand their 
share of the booty. |. 


‘‘I am in favor,” he declared vehemently, 


“of giving Germany and all the rest of the 
European nations to understand that this 
government will tolerate no interference 


with its policy or action.”’ 
‘“*I agree with the Senator,” interjected 


Mr. Teller. ‘“‘ If European nations are given 
to understand that we will brook no inter- 
ference there will be no interference.” 


_ Little Work in the House. 
In the House an attempt to secure the pas- 


sage of the bill to incdrporate the Interna- 


tional American Bank met with determined 


opposition today. Filibustering was indulged 


in, but it was not effective in preventing con- 


sideration of the bill.

churches. The proposed ordinance does not 
interfere with any saloons already estab- 
lished, but provides that no license shall be 
granted for a location in a residence street, 
unless the consent of a majority of the front- 
age owners on each side of the street in the 


block favor it. 


The Committee on Civil Service will meet 
this morning to consider Alderman Culler- 
ton’s resolution demanding the repeal of 
the merit law by the Legislature. Every 
member of the committee is said to be op- 
posed to it.
